The Friend ot Dumb Brutes Ooee to Hla 
Reward-Tbe Society He Founded. 


NEW TORE, March ia—Henry Bergb, 


founder and president of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
died yesterday morning. 


Henry Bergh waa born In New Tork 


City In 1823, and wa* educated at Colum- 
bia College In his earlier days he wrote 
considerably, being the author of "Love's 
Attractions," a drama; "Married Off," a 
poem; "TheOcaan Paragon," "The Por- 
tentous Telegram," "The Streets of New 
Tork, "and a number ot other tales and 
sketches. In 1888 Mr. Bergh was appointed 
Secretary of the Legation to Russia, and 
was afterward Vice Consul to tbe same 
place. His greatest and life's work was 
tbe organization of tbe Society for the 
Prevention ot Cruelty to Animals. Alone 
and against almost insurmountable ob- 
stacles he worked and tolled until April 
10, 1666, he succeeded in getting the bill 
through the Mew Tork Legislature 
The 


society since Its organization has made 
a steady increase In sluo and influence 
until now branches can be found in 
nearly every city In the Union 
The so- 


ciety 
covers 
all 
kinds of cases of 


cruelty to every kind of living creature. 


There has been numerous bequests made 


to tbe society by rich philanthropists, 
which has put it on a sound financial 
basis. Weekly reports of cases investi- 
gated are published and circulated every 
week among the members and tbe news* 
papers. In >ome cities tbe society is pro- 
vided with ambulances for both man and 
beast, and a regular corps ot physicians 
and veterinary surgeons 
Up to the time 


of bis death Mr. Bergb took an active 
part In the affaire of the society, In fact, 
devoting his entire time and attention to 
it

Tho Poet Preacher of the EUlnois 


Conference and His Soldier 


Lecture. 


It was the privilege of a large audi 


enoe numbering about 600 to bear the 
gifted Methodist orator, Rev. Bober 
Mclntyre, of TJrbana, at the First M. E 
church last night. The lecturer was in 
traduced byKev. James Miller, and for 
twolhoure Mr. Mclntyre held the nndi 
Tided attention of his auditors, all movet 
at will by his tender pathos and elo- 
quence, his rich fund ot anecdotes anc 
his wonderfully realistic descriptive pow 
era. His subject was "The Man with 
the Musket, or Soldiering in Dixie.' 
Considerable time was devoted to intro- 
ducing remarks,but when he got down to 
the leoture^itself the oratorical ability o 
the young man, which is peculiarly orig 
inal in style, swept over the audience in 
waves of beauty and force, winning 
rounds of applause and moving the peo- 
ple to tears and laughter. The life o 
the man with the musket, whom Key 
Molntyre pronounced the real hero o 
the late struggle, was forcibly pictured 
as he left his home to go to the front, as 
he stood on picket duty, as he languished 
in the horrible Andersonville prison, ant 
as he came home, crippled or ruined in 
health. The heroic deeds were glowingly 
presented. Then came the sunny side o! 
the soldier life, the stories causing at 
of the many old veterans in the 
audience to almost shout their apprecia- 
tion of the camp yams. The descriptions 
of the suppression of the mad dog ol 
slavery and the grand review of the army 
at Washington in June, 1865, with tho 
high walls ot human beings, flowers anc 
flags on both sides ot Pennsylvania 
Avenue, were indeed dramatic in effect 
beautiful in language and touching in 
tender reflections. 
The lecturer eulo- 


gized Lincoln, Grant, Logan, Sheridan 
Meade, Hancock, Hooker and other great 
captains, but to the private soldier he 
gave the glory of the success ot the great 
struggle. In closing he paid a high 
tribute to the man with the musket, and 
spoke in feeling words of the gratitude 
with which he is held in the hearts ol 
the American people. The lecture was 
given under the management of tho 
ladies of the church, and netted the 
church over $100.

PLANTING GRAPE VINES. 


Valoabl* A«Mc» «» » Batjeot Whloft Shovld 
In tenet X Vary Farmer. 


Ja yearling vibes are more easily 


trained than elder ones, they are usu- 
ally chosen to plant They will do 
•well on any good-corn land, but it is 
beat to choose a southeast slope. The 
roots, which are often a foot or more 
long, should be cut back to eight inch- 
es, and must not be allowed to become 
dry; also cut the stem .back to one 
loot. They should be planted in TOWS 
running north,and south,rows eight 
feet apart and eight feet between yines 
in the rows. The holes should be two | 
feet or more- In diameter and nearly or i 
quite eighteen inches deep. Plant the 
vine In the middle of this hole and fill 
In only enough to cover the roots to the 
depth they grew in the nartery rows.•; 
This will leave the hole ten inches 
deep, which should be filled up during 
the season, a little at •nch cultivation. 
Tinea thus planted seem to better with- 
stand drought and frost. 
. 


Before much growth of vine is made, 


some kind of trellis should be con- 
structed. Common fence posts set two 
rods apart In the rows, with two or 
three smooth wires, makes a good one. 
Th» top wire should be about four feet 
from the ground; 
Only one cane 


should be allowed to grow during the 
first year, and it should be trained tip 
straight by means of ft slender pole or 
lath attached to the wires. When the 
leaves drop in the fall, cut thts cane 
back, leaving only.three strong buds, 
and 
cover 
the • stub 
with 
a 


small mound of earth. The second 
Spring 
allow 'only two canes to 


grow. Train both of these obliquely 
on the wires to the northward. In the 
fall, 'If the oanes are strong, cut the 
laterals back to two or three buds and 
the irwin oanes to two to five feet long, 
according to their strength. Lay them 
on the ground and place a few spade- 
fuls of earth on them so as to cover the 
tips and crown, and to hold the vine 
down. They will thus be protected 
from the extreme changes of temper- 
ature and from evaporation from the 
cut ends and bark. 


Leave them in this position until the 


leaves begin to swell In the spring, 
then tie up as before. By this method, 
which is essentially that recommended 
by Prof. J. L. Budd, of Iowa, the vines 
are in good form for future pruning. 
This should be done each fall, just after 
the leaves have dropped. All laterals 
should be cut bark to two to five buds, 
according to strength, and too many 
spurs should not be left, as the object 
of this trimming out of old wood is to 
let air and light have free access. The 
vines should be laid down and partly 
covered with dirt each winter there- 
after In localities where they are liable 
to freeze back. In the spring, after 
the buds have begun to swell on ex- 
posed parts, they can easily be raised 
with a six-tinect fork and tied to the 
wires of the trellis. Bonos are espec- 
ially good fertilizers for grapes. They 
•honld be placed a fool or 10 deep near 
the vines. Boots have no trouble in 
finding them, even If a few feet away. 
—Prairit Farmer.

NOVELTIES IN FAIENCE. 


Viewer* and Lmvm of Gold' and Colon to 


Tune tk* Lend. 


The new designs in faience ware will 


'be decorated more beautifully than any 
thing ever produced ia this ware by 
American manufacturers. Some of the 
nev patterns were seen by a reporter 
through the permission of the manager 
of a leading manufacturing company. 
He said-the new feature of the trade Is 
that the American production has be- 
come so well known that the retailers 
have no difficulty in selling it. It is 
observed, also, that the taste of the 
people is more cultivated than for- 
merly. In the common or "printed" 
ware there can be DO artistic work. One 
of the pieces of faience recently made 
cost $275. It is a bowl-shaped vase, 
thirty-eight Inches high, of Pompeiian 
design. 
The entire body is covered 


with a heavy coat of bronze and on 
this is traced pond lilies and leaves in 
heavy gold work. The cover bears the 
shape of a Turkish fez and both cover 
and handle are perforated. 


A novel ground work is malachite 


green. It is a deep sbado and shows 
to best advantage under a strong 
light It is decorated only in gold. In 
the new decorations beautiful flower 
patterns will prevail and colors and 
gold will take the place of the bronze 
.and gold of last year. An exquisite 
effect is produced by a wild rose pat- 
tern in pink and pale blue, set off by 
gold and shaded by gold and medium 
brown. Another decoration is a this- 
tle in full bloom, In gold, with foliage 
in pale brown. Pond lilies form an- 
other new design, the blossoms being 
red, with leaves in deep and light 
green, the whole on light yellow 
ground. 'There are also bunches of 
wortleberries in raised gold on a 
groundwork of pale cream color, or 
berries in red against a white ground, 
with foliago to match.

CABBAGE 
RATIONS. 


An Excellent Food For Uuw» When Given 


In Moderation. 


In reply to the question: "To what 


extent cabbages may be given to cows 
without proving hurtful, I would say 
that, having fed with cabbages for 
many years, I never knew of them 
"proving hurtful;" .but, then, they 
were always given—as every kind of 
food should be—in moderation. This 
I would consider to be two large cab- 
bages, or three smaller, if given once a 
day; and if given twice a day, two 
middle-sized ones night and morning 
would be sufficient. 
A good cabbage 


will weigh 
from 5 to 7 or even 8 


pounds, so that the ration would stand 
thus: Once a day, from 16 to 18 pounds; 
twice a day, 9 to 10 pounds each serv- 
ing. There are two good reasons for 
not .over-feeding jvitli cabbage. They 
are- generally u limited crop, and, if 
used sparingly it goes without saying 
they last longer, and so tide off the 
necessity of having recourse to less in« 
nocuous substances; and also they are in 
themselves so nutritions, and contain so 
high a percentage of gluten, that they 
are better given as a mixed ration than 
as a sole or even a preponderating 
food. Of the value of cabbage either 
for man or beast there is little doubt. 
Faterson, in his book on gardening, 
says: "Nothing on either garden or 
farm will make a better return. The 
late cabbage is the most valuable crop 
for cows which can be produced. All 
summer the leaves are inexhaustible, 
and then tliB have, solid, and savory 
bolls cause the brutes in very gladness 
to overflow with milk." But it is in 
the autumn and -early winter, when 
the pastures-begin to give out, that 
they come so conveniently to the front, 
keeping the cows in heart and health, 
without spoiling the flavor of the milk, 
aa is too often the case when root feed- 
ing is resorted to. Therefore by all 
means feed with cabbage, if you have 
them, but see that you take due care of 
them, for there is nothing so good to 
take their place when they are gone.
